How To Build Up Our Town 
------------------ A SERIES—NO. 6 ------------------- 


In one good sized city there was a lot of dissatisfac­ 
tion with what the board of trade had been able to ac­ 
complish. 
Members and citizens were asked to bring in 
suggestions of what ought to be done. A big meeting was 
held, and about forty different suggestions, most of them 
good, were made. 
Attention was so scattered about on 
different ideas that nothing was accomplished in any one 
of the lines mentioned. 
In another place, a country town, a business men s 
association was formed and it appointed six small sized 
committees. Each committee was asked to take up for one 
year only one thing, but to make every possible effort to 
put through that one thing. 
It was an apple raising region, and the agricultural 
committee voted to concentrate their attention on better 
packing and sorting of their fruit. 
They hired a profes­ 
sional sorter and before the season was over they were all 
getting fifty cents a barrel more for their apples. Similar­ 
ly each of the other committees held one thing in view, and 
got at least one notable thing done during the year. Many 
larger cities could well copy the determniation and con­ 
centration of this little country town. 
The trouble with town promotion work, is that what 
is everybody’s business is nobody’s business. 
There is a 
unanimous and settled determination “to let George do it.’’ 
If twenty men could be secured, in any town, who 
would agree to give two hours a week to serve on the 
various committees needed for town promotion work, very 
surprising results could usually be secured. Two hours a 
week is not much time for anyone, but a great deal of pub­ 
lic work could be done by twenty men in that time. 
Any town can grow, in population aud in public ad­ 
vantages, if it is willing to pay the price. *

some o th er nam e than lima. 
T here is also a possibility th a t the 
fellow who devours the wrong beans, 
with the right label, may be an ac­ 
cessory, possibly before, but probably 
after the fact. 
Having eaten an il­ 
legal bean, w hat is his status? 
C arry ­ 
ing the problem a little nearer to in­ 
finity, one m ight imagine the possibil­ 
ity of the bean lover becoming so im ­ 
pregnated w ith “Phaseolus v ulgaris” 
beans th a t lie could legally th rive only 
on Hie shores 'of Manchuria, no m atter 
what the festive bean from th a t clim e 
might do for him while m asquerading 
under the false title 
of 
the newly 
elected lima. 
A careful look into the eye of a 
Manhcurian bean discloses a slight 
slant. 
T h e more careful of th e gov­ 
ernm ent inspectors find also th a t it 
tends a little toward the yellow. 
O ur 
governm ent claim s th at there are over 
one hundred fake lima bean varieties 
and only one real thing. T he decision, 
itself, prepared by the govern m en t 
food inspectors, lias been quoted ex ­ 
tensively by Hie New York Journ al of 
Commerce, which claims the learned 
experts have the following to say: 
“ The term lima, as applied to c e r­ 
tain types of beans, is undoubtedly of 
geographic origin. 
As far as can be 
ascertained, th e beans 
of 
th e type 
known as lim a em anated from Lima, 
Peru, in Soutli America, and this nam e 
is now applied very generally in the 
United S tates and in other English- 
speaking countries to cultivate edible 
varieties of 
the 
species P haseolus 
iunatus. 
“ Foreign-grown beans of the 
spe­ 
cies Phaseolus vulgaris, of which th ere 
a re ov er a hundred Varieties, have re ­ 
cently been im ported under the nam e 
lima. qualified by such term s as M an­ 
churian, K orean 
and 
Japanese. 
A 
thorough exam ination of these beans 
has shown th at they are not limas, hut 
varieties of the common bean (P h a se ­ 
olus vulgaris). 
“The lima bean is considered sit* 
perior to th e common bean for table 
use, and for this 
reason 
im porters, 
dealers and canners are som etim es in­ 
clined to label common beans, chiefly 
the flat seeded varieties, which r e ­ 
semble tile lima bean in general a p ­ 
pearance, as ‘lima beans,’ and to sell 
them as such at a price exceeding th a t 
of the common bean. 
"T he investigations made in 
this 
bureau have yielded 
results 
which 
show th at Hie varieties of th e com ­ 
mon bean can be easily distinguished 
from those of the true limas, an d c an ­ 
ners should have little difficulty in 
identifying their beans and in labeling 
them correctly.

LTHOUGH th e term s "am ateu r” and pro fessio n al” are m ost freq u e n t­ 
ly used in relatio n to sport, th e ir significance is not confined to th is 
sphere of action, but extends to every su b ject in which m en find oc­ 
cupation. 
The terra a m a te u r is generally used to differentiate betw een a d isin ­ 
terested personal en th u siasm and an en th u siasm w hich is not indifferent 
to any m onetary ad v an tag e th at is to be gained, and is therefore profes­ 
sional. 
It is curious th a t both term s can be m ade to carry som ething of 
e ith er distinction or slight, according to th e construction put upon them . 
F or instance, to sp eak of an am ateu r m ay be to im ply, that one is incom ­ 
p eten t or h as only a sm a tterin g of his sub ject, o r it m ay ne to say th a t his 
m otives a re so fa r rem oved from all sordid considerations as to place him 
in the ran k s of th e idealists. 
On the o th e r hand, th e term "professional,” 
w hich is used to d en o te expert know ledge, m ay also be used w ith th e in­ 
tention to indicate th a t one has debased his ideal for m ercenary co n sid era­ 
tions. 
It is p erhaps on account of the im plied stigm a th a t so much discussion 
h as arisen round th e definition of th e tw o w ords and one authority on the 
subject h as sta te d th a t, in his opinion, th e difficulties of arriv in g at a 
satisfacto ry definition a re insoluble. 
T h ere is nothing, it ap pears, to be 
done, but to let th e te s t of tim e se ttle th e question. 
Now, as long as it 
can be contended th a t th ere is contam in ation in th e receiving of m oney 
for good w ork done, so long will th is question b ristle w ith difficulties. T he 
am ateu rs will co ntinue to hold th at “o u r p raises a re our w ages,” w hile the 
professionals will advance in defense of th eir position that “the lab o rer is 
w orthy of his h ire .” 
W ith th e in creasin g dem and for honesty, ju stic e and purity in every 
d ep artm en t of hum an activity, the stig m a w hich h as somehow becom e a s­ 
sociated w ith th e tak in g of m oney, as th e resu lt of m any centuries of rob­ 
bery, dishonesty and corruption, is rapidly disap p earin g and m ust continue 
to disappear. 
N atu rally enough w ith th e d isappearance of this stig m a it 
will not only ap p ear m ore possible, bu t m ore Just and sim ple that all con­ 
scientious and useful w ork in any d ep artm en t of hum an activity w hatsoever 
shall receive its due m easure of ap p reciatio n in th e form of m onetary pay­ 
m ent. T hus it will com e about th a t th e term s “a m a te u r” and "p ro fessio n al” 
will drop out from lack of use. 
On th e one hand, th e sham e which m ay be 
d eterrin g the so-called am ateu r from a full exercise of his pow ers in the 
direction to which th ey a re natu rally draw n, on th e ground that you m ay 
not take m oney for these, though you m ay tak e all you can get in som e 
direction for which you have n eith er leaning nor talen t, will disappear. On 
th e o th er hand, nroiessionalism will no longer be synonym ous w ith an exclu­ 
siveness w hich aim s a t cornering those talen ts, and thus refusing to sh are 
then? w ith one’s b ro th e r m an, unless he is ab le to pay an alto g eth er 
ex o rb itan t price. 
T h u s th ere will com e about a less fic titious relationship 
betw een value and price, w hile the w orker who h as established his position 
through know ledge and experience will be able to say w ithout sham e, like 
th e H ebrew prophet of old, “If ye think good, give m e my price, and if not, 
fo rb ear.”
